HE CAN’T BE “TOLD” 

The report that Premier Bennett would re- 
construct his cabinet on union-government 
lines, taking in a number of representatives of 
the United Farmers, turned out to be at least 
premature. The parties suggested for cabinet 

positions had heard nothing about it. 

But, while declining to express their opin- 
fons in their own names, the prospective 
appointees made it clear that if they joined any 
cabinet headed by Mr. Bennett it would be on 
their own terms. They are not to be blamed 
for that. 

It is pretty safe guessing, they won't be asked 
to join on those conditions. The notion that 
anybody could lay down terms to Mr. Bennett 
is even harder to credit than his promises, 


WELL DONE GARDINER 


The Regina board of trade is opposed to the 
Provincial Government spending $10,000,000 in 
a public works program to give employment 
and wages to idle farmers and wage-earners. It 
is urged the project should be held up until a 
crop is assured—which means the latter end 
of next summer. 

Meantime the idle wage-earners and farm- 
ers would have to be supported by relief. And 
should the Dominion step out of the relief set- 
up next April, as it wanted to do last spring, 
the province would have to provide all the 
“doles.” The relief costs, at a moderate guess, 
would run to a good deal more than the interest 
on the ten millions. The critics apparently 
think it is better business to spend money for 
nothing than to invest it in public improve- 
ments. 

Whatever comes of it, congratulations are 
due to Saskatchewan in having the one western 
Provincial Government with courage encugh 
to face distress conditions frankly and propose 
to deal with them in the only way they can be 
met successfully—by providing employment at 
wages for those who need this. 

The “sound money” crowd will fight any 
proposal] of that kind frorn the drop of the hat, 
iit Regina or elsewhere. Merchants in Sas- 
katchewan who are doing business on their own 
may have a different idea. 


“SPECIFIED ITEMS” ONLY 

The State department at Washington is re- 
ported to be about ready to negotiate a trade 
agreement with Ottawa. But suspects the 
agreement will have to be “limited to specified 
items rather than covering the entire field of 
trade.” 

That isn’t only suspicion. It is sure-fire 
prophecy. Ottawa hasn't the remotest notion of 
negotiaiing a general trade agreement with any 
country on earth—least of all with the United 
States. Mr. Cordell Hull cannot expect to get 
favors there which were refused to Ramsay 
MacDonald and Stanley Baldwin. 

Unless Washington can think of something 
which no powerful financia] interest is con- 
cerned in keeping ott of Canada, the chance of 


bargaining with Ottawa will be absent. Thus, 
if Mr. Hull has any idea he may be wed to 
ship textiles into Canada at less than a hundred 
per cent duty, he should read the terms of the

That—not how much money the teachers 
are getting or should get if hired under the 
conditions of today—is the issue. It is not a 
question of whether the teachers are over-paid 
or under-paid; but whether tlcir pay is to be 
reduced so that the board can continue to pay 
double interest on its debt. 

That in substance is also the dispute between 
the city council and its employees, over salary- 
reductions to the latter. 

If the school board and council want to cut 
salaries farther than they have been cut, these 
bodies should first go back and cut bond interest 
rates to parity with the present salary-level. 

There isn’t any argument that can justify a 
further salary-cut until this is done, or at very 
least attempted in a downright manner. Still 
less is there any sort of sophistry that can make 
teachers and city employees feel they are not 
being wronged by a proposal to take still more 
money out of their pay envelopes to, pay un- 
reduced interest on borrowed money.

The Passing Show

There’s something to be said for 
human beings like human beings. 

This column aroused ire in some quarters, 
and pain in others, when the Doukhobors were 
sent to a speciaily-built and isolated island 
penitentiary in the Gulf of Georgia for lengthy 
terms of imprisonment. Their 


treating 


crime was that of going 
around raw on days when 
they expected’ the second 


coming of Christ, so that they 
might achieve a Garden of 
Eden state of purity. 

A nation like Canada that 
prides itself on respecting the 
religious beliefs of minorities 
might easily have found a 
more tolerant way with these 
simple, obstinate folk than by 
clapping a couple of thousand of the best farm- 
ers in the country into prison for two and three 
years, letting their lands go idle and inoculating 
the pure blood of their infant kiddies with pus 
from diseased cows. It was a cruel and point- 
less punishment for them and a useless and ex- 
pensive one for the people of Canada. 


Here's a little story about the Doukhobors 
on Piers Island that shows how much better and 
easier it is to treat human beings as human 
beings instead of as chunks of soft rubber that 
can be forced momentarily into shape by pres- 
sure. One of the buildings on the island housed 
a number of young girls. They were old 
enough to have imbibed Doubhobor beliefs and 
to have been ready to go to prison as martyrs 
for their religion. 

Someone left a few movie magazines and 
dress combs on a table for the girls to amuse 
themselves with. One by one they disappeared. 
A few days later one of the Douk’ girls 
appeared with her pretty hair done up Holly- 
wood style, with side combs. Next day two 
more girls did the same. Before a week was 
over the girls all had their hair done up in 
styles like movie queens, 

It didn’t stop with their hair. Dresses that 
hung from the shoulders and trailed the ground 
were shortened and shaped. With no pressure 
from without, and no more effort than leaving 
a few magazines and combs around and letting 
nature do the rest, psychology worked where 
prison rules and additions to the Criminal Code 
were helpless. 


What a pity Premier Bennett's remarkable 
deathbed conversion didn’t take place while he 
held the confidence of the public and had time 
to do things. It was he who made nudism a 
penal offence and spent untold amounts of 
money to try and break the spirit of these peo- 
ple by penitentiary methods. A lot of money, a 
jot of grief and a lot of wasted man-power 
might have been saved if he had hired a child 
psychologist instead of building a new peni- 
tentiary and laying waste the lives of these 
simple folk.

An interesting thing to know is that a rat 
has no gali bladder. While the gall bladder may 
be removed surgically in man and the patient 
continue to live, nevertheless I believe that you 
should keep your gall bladder, and try to help 
it do its work in a normal way. In health the 
gall bladder has its own work 
such as storing the bile se- 
creted from the liver. During 
the time that the bile is stored 
in the gall bladder, this organ 
concentrates it, making the 
bile from 4 to 10 times as 
concentrated hy absorbing 
water from it which is re- 
turned to the hlood stream. 

By means of its concen- 
trating power the gall bladder 
Greatly increases its capacity. 
You could compare it to a man having a very 
small purse who takes 10 heavy fifty cent pieces 
to the bank and changes them into one five 
dollar bill. In this way he is able to get the 
same amount of money into a much smaller 
purse and so it is with the gall bladder; by dis- 
carding the extra water it can hold the valuable 
parts of the bile without needing so much space 
in which to store it. 

At the proper time the bile is released so 
that it will flow through the cystic duct and 
reach the small intestine where the bile plays 
a very important part in digestion. 

In gall bladder disorders where the gall 
bladder is congested or sluggish and where the 
ducts are stopped up, the bile no longer empties 
properly and the patient then develops many 
symptoms preducing more or less distress. 

Very often, at first, these symptoms seem to 
be coming from the stomach and the patient be- 
lieves he has stomach trouble, failing to sus- 
pect the gall bladder as being at fault. Some of 
the symptoms which are common when the gall 
bladder is congested or sluggish are as follows: 
A sense of pressure or fullness coming on after 
the meal distends the stomach; excessive stom- 
ach gas; belching; sour stomach; a burning 
sensation in the stomach and perhaps nausea. 
The appetite is poor and the patient says his 
stomach does not feel right. These digestive 
symptoms are usually followed by a dull, drag- 
ging ache in the right side at the front under 
the ribs, or there may be a soreness under the 
right shoulder blade. The ache is dull but con- 
tinuous and nagging in character. The aching 
sensation may remain for two or three days and 
then clear up, the attack returning later. If 
you believe you have stomach trouble, I advise 
that you secure an examination to find out 
whether the symptoms are coming from the 
stomach or the gall bladder. 

My many years of experience have shown 
me that the patient with a “sick” gall bladder 
can be helped by a fast followed by a careful 
diet in which those foods which excite the gall 
bladder to empty itself must be largely avoided. 
The foods to omit are greasy foods, fried féods, 
any food containing a large amount of fat such 
as cream, and rich desserts. 

To aid in removing the stagnant bile from 
the gall bladder, I recommend the olive oil and 
grape fruit juice treatment which will stimulate 
the flow of bile. 

The gall bladder becomes “sick” only be- 
cause the patient has been Iving in a certain 
way and the cure consist of first cleansing the 
organ and then teaching the patient how to live 
so that the gall bladder will give no further 
trouble.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1905, thirty 
years. ago, Charles Marcil, M.P. 
for Bonaventure, was elected 


deputy Speaker of the House of 
Commons. He was then one of 
the boys of the House of Com- 
mons; today he is one of its sen- 
iors, in continuous service, shar- 
ing that honor with Hon. Hugh 
Guthrie, now Minister of Justice. 
“Charlie,” as I like to recall him, 
had been, and still was, a report- 
er in Montreal from 1880.  Bi- 
lingual by training he was also 
bi-lingual by birth, for though his 
father, Charles Marcel, an advo- 
cate, came from one of the oldest 
families in New France (the first 
having come to Quebec in 1670), 
his mother was of Irish descent, 
her forebears having been born 
in Sligo and Tipperary. “Charlie” 
was a born newspaper man, 
equally efficient in English and 
French, and a tower of strength 
to The Gazette (where I first 
knew him) and to The Star. 

An enthusiastic Liberal, as was 
to be expected from his paternity, 
Mr, Marcil early combined public 
speaking for his party with his 
reporting. He was one of that 
band of brilliant youngsters of

that period which gave Parlia- 
ment so many noted men, In the 
historic provincial election in 1896 
which swept the Liberals into 
office, Mr. Marcil accepted what 
seemed the forlorn hope of con- 
testing Gaspe against Hon. E. J. 
Flynn, the Conservative Premier, 
and he very nearly won, being 
defeated by only 11 votes on a 
recount. Three years later he 
was elected to the Commons for 
Bonaventure and was selected by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, with whom 
he was as a beloved son, to sec- 
ond the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne, moved 
by Mr. Guthrie on February 7, 
1901. 

Bonaventure re-elected Charles 
Marcil, by majorities varying 
from 149 to 1900 to 4,437 in 1921. 
Mr. Marcil was speaker of the 
House from 1909 to 1911, and it 
is worth noting that he was called 
to the Privy Council of Canada 
by the last order-in-council pass- 
ed by the Laurier cabinet before 
its resignation, 

Mr. Marcil is not often heard 
now in the Commons, but when 
he does speak he is listened to 
with the attention which a “Fath- 
er of the House” deserves.

real property to the bondholders, 
(banks) as taxpayers should real- 
ize by now. 

“The capitalist system is worth 
s@ving because there is nothing 
better in sight.” 

The dividend is fundamental to 
capitalism and Social Credits 
prove their faith in capitalism by 
proposing to extend dividends to 
all, by virtue of everyone being 
a shareholder jn the national 
business as a whole. 

Mr. Bennett proves his lack of 
faith by saying that dividends 
for all is a “rotten thing.” “In- 
surance for unemployment and 
old age to encourage thrift"; thrift 
in an age of deliberate destruc.

Editor Bulletin; The Edmonton 
public school board seems to have 
taken a leaf out of the notebook 
of big business, financing an ex- 
pansion program by means of 
wage cuts, 

The latest proposal is to re- 
open the normal school, the Ed- 
monton school board assisting 
the provincial government to 
finance the move, by renting 
additional rooms, and supplying 
specialist teachers in music, art, 
domestic science and manual 
training from its own staff. The 
money for this new venture is to 
be found by closing the schools 
half a month earlier in June, 
and lopping off three more school 
days in the fall term: in brief, 
by a further cut of 64%% in the 
salaries of Edmonton teachers. 

This is in addition to existing 
cuts of eight, 12 or 16 per cent

DIG DEEP IN PAST HISTORY 

Four of the five sections of the} 
Seduction Act date back to the time 
of William IV when the gravamen 
of the offence was not the invasion | 
of the girl's virginity but the tres- 
Pass upon the right of service due 
to the girl's father or master. Hence! 
the early cases all required proot | 
©f loss of service to be shown be- 
fore a damage award could be al- 
lowed. It was upon this ground 
that Mr. Justice Ives disallowed the 
$15,000 award to Miss MacMillan 
and her father, 

In the reign of King Edward VI 
@ fifth section was added to the 
Act giving the seduced girl herself 
a right of action in line with the| 
advanced moral concepts of the) 
Victorian era, By this time, too, | 
the courts had adopted the doctrine | 
that loss of actual service by a 
father need not be proved, but only 


loss of “ability to serve.” But the 
addition of the latter section, 
though obviously designed to 


change the gravamen of the offence 
from loss of service to the moral 
and social consequences of seduc- 
tion, did not state in sufficiently 
clear terms that loss of s¢rvice was 
to be disregarded. 


LOSS OF SERVICE CHARGED 


“My contention is,” said Mr. Mac- 
lean, “that the loss of virginity, 
With its social odium and the ef- 
fect it might have on a girl’s mar- 
Tiageability, is a far worse damage 
than mere loss of ability to give 
service," 

Mr. Justice Clarke: You should 
have told the trial judge that. 

Mr. Maclean: He did not say 
there was no evidence of damage 
in his charge to the jury. He re- 
served that for his judgment. 

Mr. Maclean read the portion of 
Mr. Justice Ives charge in which he 
told the jury, “You may go beyond | 
that (actual damages) and find ex- 
emplary damages if the conduct of 
the defendant is such as to merit 
punishment.” 

Referring to Mr, Smith's opening 
to the jury, Mr. Maclean said that 
“to be publicly charged with ly- 
ing, conspiracy to ruin and extor- 
tion over a term of three years” 
was a ground to justify the jury 
in allowing substantial damages. 


READS JUDGE’S CHARGE 


At the opening of Tuesday's after- 
noon session Mr. Maclean read 
Judge Ives charge to the Jury at 
the conclusion of the case of Allan 
D. MacMillan and Vivian MacMil- 
lan and The Honourable John E. 
Brownlee. Quoting from the court 
records Mr, Maclean read as fol- 
lows: 

“Gentlemen of the Jury: 

“This issue is clear cut and 
easily defined. It is a question of 
seduction and that alone is the 
issue, ‘Seduction’ as used in law 
in this case, means this—induc- 
ing a woman to part with her 
virtue for the first time or in- 
ducing her to again part with her 
virtue after she has rehabilitated 
her character following a prior 
lapse 

“Now we need not worry very 
much about any prior misconduct 
the female plaintiff in this 
because there is not any 
whatsoever that there 
and it is unquestionably 
be assumed that if her story is 
ue that on the first occasion the 
tion took place. The induce- 
persuasion may be by 
ption or bribe or flattery, 
any artful. device that brings 
bout her consent. If force is 
used but also accompanied by 
persuasion, and she is induced 
thereby, the presence of force does 
not necessarily prevent its being 
seduction. But if force alone was 
the reason for the intercourse and 
by force alone it was accomplish- 
ed it would not be seduction; it 
would be rape. 


VERDICT ON EVIDENCE 


“Now you have severally and 
solemnly sworn to find a true 
verdict on the evidence. I sup- 
pose that in these days of the 
latest facilities for rapid com- 
munication, that it would be im- 
possible to empanel any jury to 
deal with any charge, or any 
issue, who had not prior to their 
assuming their duties, heard this 
issue or the charge discussed and 
talked about and opinions ex- 
pressed in regard to it, and prob- 
ably they may have expressed 
their own opinions. There is the 
telephone, the radio, the press, 
the motor car, all of which en- 
able much more discussion to 
take place than in days gone by 
before these facilities were to be 
had, and if you would discharge 
your duty as you have taken an 
oath to do you must entirely ex- 
clude from your minds any im- 
pressions that you had, anything 
that you have read or heard about 
this case and any opinions you 
may have had, 


JURY MUST DECIDE ISSUE 


“You must decide this issue 
upon the evidence that you have 
heard within” this court room 
from the witnesses who have 
been called. And having imposed 
that great responsibility upon you 
the law in turn clothes you with 
the exclusive power to judge the 
evidence. Should you gain my 
opinion of this issue in my sum- 
ming up you are not bound by 
that. Yours is the sole respon- 
sibility of saying what facts the 
evidence you have heard proved. 
It is for you to say what are the 
reasonable and proper inferences 
to be drawn from facts which you 
find proved. 


AS MEN OF AFFAIRS 


“Now the way that we all 
weigh evidence, and you should 
weigh it, is te bring to your aid 
your experience as men of af- 
fairs in your daily lives, You 
have to bear in mind when you 
hear a witness what interest the 
witness has in the subject of that 
evidence being given. You listen 
to the tones of his voice, you 
watch his conduct in examination 
and in eross-examination, and 
perhaps one of the strongest aids

circumstances? 


WOULD PREMIER 
TAKE RISK 

“That is what counsel for the 
defendant was doing in his ad- 
dress when he asked you wheth- 
er or not it was reasonable to 
suppose that the Prime Minister 
would take the risk of parking on 
a road which bears evidence of 
being used considerably in a 
thickly settled district, with a 
conspicuous car. Would he take 
the risk of parking there fre- 
quently and of indulging himself 
there as alleged? Would the 
average man of ordinary habits 
of mind do that when it was not 
necessary—there is no doubt of 
that because, by the story that 
the female plaintiff tells us these 
acts took place at the office of 
the defendant in the Parliament 
Buildings. It could have been 
done there. There were as sug- 
gested many points no doubt 
where some concealment could 
have been effected. 


COULD HAVE BEEN SEEN 


“Any other motor car travelling 
down there with headlights on 
would pick up without trouble 
the license number of a parked 
car, and would not a parked car 
perhaps occasion some inquiry 
from a passing motorist as to 
whether there was trouble there 
or not that he could help? 


“Again, as suggested, on other 
days, the 27th of June, the 3rd 
of July, and the Sth of July, the 
house was available and empty 
and the office in the Parliament 
Buildings was available—would 
the average reasonable man have 
gone out with a motor car and 
selected that method? You have 
to ask yourselves this where you 
have contradictory evidence in 
order that you may come to a 
conclusion as to what is probably 
the truth. You do not find a ver- 
dict upon possibilities; you »al- 
ance probabilities, what is prob- 
ably so, and it is upon probabil- 
ities that you come to a conclu. 
sion as to the truth. 


GIRL’S OWN EVIDENCE 

“Now there is this must be said, 
that the story of the female plain- 
tiff in so far as this misconduct 
is concerned is wholly and entirely 
unsupported by any other evidence. 
It is just her own evidence. If this 
were the subject of criminal en- 
quiry a jury would be prohibited 
from bringing in a verdict be- 
cause of the absence of corrobor- | 
ation. In the civil side it is your 
right if you come to the conclu- 
sion that the female has estab- 
lished the truth of her allegations 
to act without her story in any 
way being corroborated by other 
evidence. 

The evidence on the other 
hand of the defendant is support- 
ed in many instances by that of 
other witnesses. You apply to his 
evidence the same aids and tests 
that I have suggested you apply 
to the evidence of any witness in- 
cluding the female plaintiff 
What is his interest in the evi- 
dence he is giving? Are the facts 
which he alleges and relates rea- 
sonable under the circumstances 
prevailing at all times? Are they 
reasonable? Is tha, conduct, that 
he represents as having been his, 
the conduct that you would ex- 
pect under the same _ circum- 
stances from the average man of 
ordinary habits of mind—that is 
to say is it reasonable? 


Is IT REASONABLE? 

“There is this thought that 
must occur to you, that if this 
relationship is as deposed by the 
plaintiff extending over a period 
of fully three years and consid- 
ering the conspicuous position 
occupied by this défendant it is 
astounding to my mind that no 
one has been found who in any 
way had reason to suspect any- 
thing other than a very proper re- 
lationship, 

“If they had been going fre- 
quently into such a public place 
as the Legislative Buildings it is 
reasonable to suppose that some- 
one about those buildings would 
in time have had some thougtt 
about the frequency of these two 
particular people being seen to- 
gether, Undoubtedly it is aston- 
ishing that over a period of three 
years no one either the wife of 
the defendant or the maid in his 
house over a period of three 
years of frequent visiting of that 
house ever saw anything that in 
any way gave them any grounds 
for a suspicious thought. It may 
be possible but is it probable? 
That is what you must ask your- 
selves—is it probable? 


QUESTION OF HEALTH 


“Oh, gentlemen of the jury, 
before I forget it. You asked a 
question this morning. There is 
no evidence whatsoever of a 
complete or any medical examin- 
ation except the evidence you 
have heard from Dr, Fife. There 
is no evidence of any examination 
at any time of the vagina ar the 
sexual organs and there is no 
evidence by Dr, Fife or anyone 
else except the plaintiff that her 
ill health resulted or was caused 
by sexual intercourse. 

“I propose to ask you to answer 
questions? The first question 1s 
this: ‘Did this defendant seduce 
the plaintiff, Vivian MacMillan?’ 
If you answer that question ‘No’ 
you need not go on to any furth- 
er question, It ends the case. If 
you find that she was not seduced 
by this defendant that ends the 
matter, 

“If, however, you find that 
there was seduction—the second 
question is: ‘If so, when?’ 

“The third question is; ‘If so, 
did she suffer damage?’ If no 
damage follows the seduction the 
action is not maintainable, There

CAN ASSESS DAMAGES 


“You are entitled to assume 
that if there was a seduction the 
father has felt a humiliation, has 
lost some services of his daughter, 
and you are entitled to assess, if 
you find a seduction, such dam- 
age as you think will fairly com- 
pensate him and you may even 
go beyond that and inflict an ex- 
emplary damage—an expression 
of your opinion that the miscon- 
duct was such that it deserves 
punishment. You are entitled to 
assume that the female plaintiff 
may suffer at the hands of society 
and if you find her illness was 
brought about by sexual inter- 
course with this defendant that is 
a ground for damage and you 
may assess to her such compen- 
sation as in your opinion will 
meet those items. 


“I pointed out before if you 
answer the first question in the 
negative you need not answer the 
others. 


IF YOU BELIEVE GIRL 

“Now the second question I 
have asked you is: “If so, when? 
I have told you what seduction is. 
If you believe the evidence of 
Vivian MacMillan as to the oc- 
currence on Monday night the 
13th of October when she alleges 
that intercourse was only par- 
tial—if you believe that, then 
seduction took place at that time. 

“I am not going over the dates. 
They have been very carefully 
covered by counsel—very. I am 
not going to review the different 
facts. That has been done and 
you must have them in mind. It 
is quite clear that the female | 
plaintiff is out and wrong in her 
dates, in a measure. It is quite | 
clear that she could not have | 
seen the defendant on the 5th of | 
October because he was on his 
way back from Winnipeg and 
was not in this city at any time 
on the 5th of October.”

fered with the daugnter’s ability 
to serve 


WITH PARENTS’ 
APPROVAL } 

“It is quite clear that the | 
daughter left her home in Edson 
with the consent and approve! of | 
her parents and was accompanied 
to Edmonton by her mother. It 
is equally undoubted that no ill | 
ness resulted from the seduction | 
and no evidence that the ability | 
of the daughter to render services 
was in any way interfered with. 

“In my opinion the law is well 
settled that damage is the gist of 
the action and I am also of the 
opinion that the damage neces- 
sary to found a right of action in 
the woman must be of the same 
character as gave the master his | 
right of action, that is loss of | 
service, or at least an interfer- 
ence with the woman's ability to 
serve. I see nothing in our Sta- 
tute to convey a contrary intend- 
ment of the legislature.

handed down by the Alberia Board 
of Review appointed under the 
Yarmers’' Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act on Wednesday morning by 
Chief Commissioner Mr. Justice A 
EF, Ewing. ° 
Eleven judgments were handed 
down. In three of these the board 
declined to formulate a proposal on 
grounds that the applicant was not 
a farmer within the meaning of the 
act; that an order for foreclosure 
had been issued prior to the debtor 
making application to the official 
receiver, and, in the third case, the 
board found on the evidence sub- 
mitted that the applicant was not 
an efficient producer. 
SIT HERE THURSDAY 
Sittings of the Board of Review | 
will open here on Thursday, will 
continue Friday and continue next) 
Monday for a period of two weeks | 
which the Board will move} 
to Peace River and Grande Prairie 
to hear cases in these districts. It 
is expected the sittings in the north 
will occupy three weeks.

In this case the debtor asked that 
a note jointly signed by himself and 
brother be divided and new separ- 
ate notes taken and that the debt 
be reduced to $1,000 to bear interest 
at three per cent.

t the Sixty-Sixth Annual Meét- 
we of The Royal Bank of Canada, 
held in Montreal, Morris W, Wilson, 
President and Managing Director, 
paid tribute to the distinguished 
service rendered to the bank by Sir 
Herbert Holt, who had presided at 
successive Annual Meetings wee 
over a quarter of a cen.ury, an 
whose outstanding on and preés- 
tige have been importan factors in 
the sound and consistent growth of 
the bank during his regime. 


In commenting on the strong 
Statement presented to the meet- 
ing, Mr. Wilsén said that it re- 


flected a year of operations uhder 
distinctly improved conditions, both 
at home and abroad. 

Referring to the recent revision 
of the Bank Act and the Act in- 
corporating the Bank of Canada, 
he stated that at the public hear- 
ings preceding these engctments the 
bankers were able to justify their 
administration, He warned that the 
curtailment of earning power re- 
sulting from restrictions upon inter- 
est rates chargeable by banks and 
the withdrawal of note-issuing 
privileges will inevitably reduce 
the ability of banks to maintain un- 
productive branches in small com- 
munities, Banking profits have 
never been excessive, and 
an efficient banking system is to be 
maintained, there is a point beyond 
which enforced economies to meet 
falling revenues on one hand, and 
increased taxation on the other, can- 
not safely be carried. 

Referring to taxation, Mr. Wilson 
said;— 

“For every dollar paid in divi- 
dends last year we paid sixty-seven 
cents to the Canadian tax-gatherer. 
This does not take into account the 
income tax paid by our share- 
holders themselves on dividends re- 
ceived from the Bank, Surely these 
figures requires no comment.” 

In discussing the improved con- 
ditions in Canada, Mr, Wilson point- 
ed out that during the past year 
}manufacturing and employment 
| have approximated the levels of 
| 1926; iron and steel production, the 
{output of automobiles, textiles and 
electrical energy had increased and 
the value of exports, notably lum; 
|ber and minerals, had advanced 
| substantially. The wheat crop was 
no larger, but fortunately, higher 
| prices prevailed. The value of field 
crops had increased over $100,000,- 
000 and the enhanced purchasing 
power of the farmer had stimulated 
| trade throughout the country. There 
has been increased demand for 
Canadian mineral products abroad 
and it is anticipated that the out- 
put of Canadian gold mines will 
| Sxceed $100,000,000 as compared with 
$85,000,000 in 1933. The building 
| boom in Great Britain created un- 
| vrecedented demand for Canadian 
jlumber and a record volume of 
shipments has been madé during 
the past year. He méntioned the 
importance of the tourist trade to 
Canada. which had amounted to 
$300,000,000 a year and for

PAIN AND NERVOUSNESS

bowels and so on and so forth and
